GALE SCATTERS CRUISERS. 

Coincidental with the preparations of 
the U-boat for departure a gale off the 
Virginia coast tonight scattered, for the 
‘first time in days, most of the foreign 
cruisers which have been lying in wait 
for the Deutschland. 

The coast is entirely free of foreign 
warships so far as could be seen by gov- 
ernment observers at Cape Henry and 
y incoming steamers. 

Fearing for their own safety, these 
ships were obliged to go far out to sea. 
The wind reached a velocity of thirty- 
four miles at the capes and was greater 
down the coast. 


IDEAL NIGHT FOR START. 

Lowering clouds made the dark night 
ideal for the Deutschland to slip out 
to sea unobserved. 

The cruiser North Carolina, equipped 
to launch aeroplanes, several of which 
it carries on board, arrived in Hamp- 
ton roads today. It has orders to re- 
main here instead of proceeling north 
as at first intended. It is reported that 
it will be used for neutrality duty in 
connection with the oalling of the 
Deutschland. | 

To all appearances the Deutschland 
is ready to leave at any time its crew 
and master are aboard. 

Among the late events that tended to 
confirm this belief was the stowing of 
more than forty tons of fuel oil on the 
submarine late this afternoon. 


CREW FEARS ALLIES’ NETS. 

The stevedores who have been work- 
ing day and night for nearly a week put- 
ting aboard the return cargo of rubber 
and nickel were discharged this after- 
noon, two hours before the usual time 
for the day shift to quit. 

All shore leave for the crew of the 
Deutschland was stopped tonight. Ac- 
cording to stories told by friends of some 
of the submarine’s seamen, the latter 
have expressed deepest anxiety over the 
possibility of thir falling victims to the 
allied cruisers reported to be awaiting 
the submersible off the capes—not from 
‘eannon, but from disabled engines 
through being caught in nets which they 
believe will be stretched for them.

BERLIN, July 19.—[ By wireless to Say- 
ville, W. Y.J—Warm commendation of ‘the 
work done in Russian Poland by the Ger- 
mans during the period of occupation was 
given by Dr. Karl Helfferich, secretary of 
the interior and the imperial vice chan- 
cellor, today on his return from a visit to 
that country. 

Dr. Helfferich, who recounted the im- 
pressions of his visit to a member of the 
Overseas News agency staff, contrasted 
the condition of the country under Rus- 
sian rule with the state of affairs there 
today. In the time of peace before the 
outbreak of the present war the Rus- 
sians had neglected the country, said Dr. 
Helfferich. Then came the period of hos- 
tilities which had devastated the land. 
Under these conditions the Germans took 
up their work, which the vice chancellor 
insisted has been accomplished with a 
success which could find few parallels in 


“The work of the guns interests us not history. 


Restore Cattle and Farms. 

The retreating Russians, Dr. Helfferich 
pointed out, had burned villages and towns 
and destroyed the harvests. The Ger- 
mans first built roads through the devas- 
tated territory and supplied cattle‘and 
seeds to the inhabitants, with the result 
that now one frequently can see herds of 
a hundred or more cattle, while fields of 
standing grain are on all sides. He cited 
an instance of aid given the inhabitants 
by the Germans, the farmers of ome dis- 
trict being left the horses of two regi- 
ments for fleld work on orders given by 
Gen. Ludendorff. 

All nationalities, Dr. Helfferich said, 
ere given equal recognition with the 
white Russians and Lithuanians. Terri- 
ble suffering existed among the Jews 
when the Germans arrived, the vice chan- 
cellor declared, and in most towns they 
had been excluded from the schools by the 
Russians. The Germans, he added, intro- 
duced self-government in the country for 
the first time and admitted Jewish repre- 
sentatives to the governmental bodies.

She predeceased her hus- 
band, bequeathing to him most of her 
property, comprising a considerable 
amount of real estate in and around New 
York, and thie passed on his death to his 
only son by a previous marriage, Capt.

Owner Censured by Court 
Rescues Two Out Be- 
yond Depth. 


Two unknown women who sank while 
bathing off the foot of Ainslie street, 
a block below Winona beach, were res- 
cued yesterday with the aid of a motor 
boat which has been legally declared 
a nuisance.

Minnie S. Lee, beauty specialist, had 
her own way for a year; but it was ex- 
pensive. She says, however, it was worth 
the price. 

She succeeded in keeping Annie Sachs of 
1319 North Washtenaw avenue waiting 
for a week’s wagés in her shop in the 
North American building that long. But 
Annie played a winning card yesterday 
and the beautifier paida triple price. This 
followed a visit of a bailiff and g cus- 
todian and an attorney for the Legal Ald 
society to her shop. The visitors left with 
Miss Lee’s laveitere of platinum and 
diamonds. 

The seizure of the lavalliere was the cli- 
max of a series of efforts by the Legal Aid 
society to collect $883 owing to Miss 
Sachs. She had thought of suing as a 
pauper for her wages, she said, when some 
one recommended the Legal Aid. 


Employed in August. 

She had been employed by Miss Lee 
in her shop as a hairdresser in August 
of 1915. When she asked for her wages 
she was offered $5 for five days’ work 
instead of the rate of $10 a week, she 
says. There was a scuffie and she left 
the shop with a bleeding arm and a 
fixed determination to collect her full 
wages, she said. 

‘‘Too many poor girls are deprived of 
a week's wages in Chicago,” Mrs. Maud 
Parcells lboyes, superintendent of the 
Legal Aid society, said, ‘* Therefore, 
we did almost as much work on this 
case as if it were a million dollar debt. 
There were visits and letters and all 
kinds of investigations of property and 
commercial reports on the debtor. Fi- 
nally we took out an execution and 
made a levy on the beauty shop. The 
bailiff, the custodian, and our represen- 
tative went to close up the shop on Sat-
